Yesterday afternoon President Mc­ 
Kinley appointed Harry R. Hunting­ 
ton, former city treasurer, postmaster 
at Benton Harbor, the most important 
postoftice in the fourth congressional 
district. 


Nineteen days before Congressman 
Hamilton had recommended Mr. Hunt­ 
ington for the position and the delay o 
nearly three weeks in the appointment 
was due to the fact that another can­ 
didate had asked for more time to file 
his endorsements. 
The documents 
were filed Tuesday and the appoint 
ment of Mr. Huntington followed on 
Wednesday. 


The appointment of Mr. Hunting­ 
ton, when confirmed by the senate 
practically amounts to the removal of 
i^ostmaster Edgar Nichols. Mr. Nich 
ols assumed the duties of the ofiice 
October 19,1896, and succeeded Roman 
Jarvis who was removed because he 
refused to bolt the Chicago democratic 
convention. Republicans had promised 
repeatedly that Mr. Nichols should 
fill out the term of Mr. Jarvis which 
expires September 14 next.

Washington, May 13.—Chairman Ding- 
l«y, of the ways and means committee. 
In regard to how a sufilctent revenue 
would protect the treasury reaerve, 
said: *‘Whére there Is rev*‘nue sufficient 
to pay the current expenses of the gov­ 
ernment and leave a small surplus and 
a run takes place upon the treasury 
reserve by the presentation of green­ 
backs for redemption, those notes do 
not have to be paid out to meet de­ 
ficiencies, and are held in the treasury 
either for exchange for gold or for the 
payment of bonds. The dtfnciiUy of the 
past four years has been that we have 
had a constant deficiency, amounting* 
to over I200.00Q.OOQ, or $50,000,000 per an­ 
num, and to meet this deficiency the 
greenbacks presented and redeemed have 
Immediately been paid out again, this 
placing them in a position requiring a 
second and even a third redemption. 
Borrowed to Meet m Ueflclt. 


"Thus, as a matter of fact, while we 
have borrowed about $293,000.000 of gold 
by issuing bonds during the past four 
years, ostensibly to maintain the gold 
reserve, yet as a matter of fact over 
$200,000.000 of that has in the last an­ 
alysts been borrowed to meet the de­ 
ficiency of revenue and only $&3,000,000 
to maintain thè gold reserve. The result 
has been that we have had the endless 
chain of which Secretary Cat lisle has 
spoken, and this endless chain is possi* 
»leso long as there Cs Insufficient revenue 
to meet current expenditures. While'a 
deficiency of revenue may not have of 
Itself created the distrust which caused 
a run on the treasury, ’ yet It greatly 
strengthened the distrust and made it 
chroiilc. 


Neither Theory Nor H|N«rulMti»ii. 


“If we had had sufllclent revenue to 
meet the current expenditures of the 
government In the fiscal year beginning 
July 1. 1893, unquestionably a sale of 
$30.000.000 of bonds would have been 
sufficient to maintain the leserve. as in 
that casie the redeemed 
greenbacks 
would have been kept iu the treasury, 
and before $50,000.000 had bí^en redeemed 
there #ould have been such a scarcity 
of legal tender note.4 that the holders 
of gold would have been glad to present " 
It to the treasury and obtain the more 
convenient greenbacks for use. This is 
neither a theory nor a s^peculatlon, be­ 
cause from 1879, when we resumed specie 
payments, up to 1893, 
durfhr which 
period we had an , abundant revenue, 
there were comparatively few United 
States notes presented for ledemption in 
gold, every one recggnizing the fact that 
the government had it in its power to 
hold these notes in its reserve to any 
extent, because none of them was re­ 
quired to meet current expenditures. 


No Hanger with aSiimli Murplu«. 
“Unquestionably, if we can now se­ 
cure abundant revenue to meet all ex­ 
penditures and leave a small surpiii.^ 
to gradually reduce the principal of the 
war debt, ther« will be little danger 
of any serious prolonged presentation of 
greenbacks for redemption. 
Not only 
because the fact that we have a solvent 
government will aid in maintaining con­ 
fidence and the credit of the govern­ 
ment. but also because every one will 
recognise the fact that the government 
will be able to hold 
greenbacks re­ 
deemed so long as there i* a tendency 
for a run on the treasury. It is for this 
reason that the reviinue legislation now 
l>endlng. designed to secure sufficient 
revenue to carry on the government, is 
of Itself a fundamental step In main­ 
taining the credit of the government 
and averting any danger of a deprecia- 
tion of the currency.

'•In ri?ply to the obectlon that the 
holding of greeniiaekrt in case of a run 
un Iht* treasury, except for the purpose 
uf exchange in gold, would tend to 
contract the currency, it Is only neces­ 
sary to say thac every dollar of green- 
backi^ redeemed and temporarily held 
let.^ t>ut a dollar in gold, and 
there­ 
fore that the amount of money out­ 
standing is« not di.'íturbí^d.

.implo, we have $ÌGO,UOO,000 of gold in our 
mrve and $50.000.>j0<) of greenVjacks ar« 
present»*d for redemption, tliere goe.s out 
at the same time $50,000,001) of‘gold. In 
ordinary times, when conttdence reigns 
üupromí», busine.'is is good and the rev­ 
enue tiuftldent to meet all exp^tnditures 
and leave a considerable .surplus, there 
will be no run upon the treasury and 
necesHity for holding greenback» tb pro­ 
tect our rt^serve. Then tlie .surplus wili 
be used to reduce the principal of the 
interest-bearing debt, juat as it was 
from J879 to 1893.”_____

SHKRMAUr*» PACTS ABOVT CUBA. 


•aid To Be o f a Kind That W ill Po m the 
Belligerency Reeolntion. 


Washington, 
May 
13.--The 
senate 
committee on foreign relations did not 
conclude Its consideration of the Cuban 
isituaticm yesterday, the sub-committee 
consisting of Davis, Foraker and Mor­ 
gan, which was given access to the Cu­ 
ban reports now held at the state de­ 
partment, probably will ask for further 
time before submitting their ideas to 
the full committee. 
This report will 
generalize the situation without making 
public suoh matters as state depart­ 
ment official» and the committee think 
would be prejudicial to persons on 
the Island. 
Some que.stlDn has arisen 
as to the effect the report of the com­ 
mittee or the information at thestatede- 
partment may have upon the resolu­ 
tion now pending In- the senate. Mem­ 
bers of the cQinmittee do not express 
an opinion on the subject, but enough 
Is known to Justify the conclusion that 
Instead,of weakening the resolution Its 
friends will find cause for insisting that 
there is a stronger reason for passing It. 


The opponents of the resolution have 
declared that the newspaper reports of 
the conditions in puba are not baaed 
upon facts and are highly exaggerated. 
Those who have become acquainted with 
the reports in the state department are 
of the opinion that the reports in the 
press have been in the main correct. 
Some strictures were pasesd upon mem­ 
bers of the foreign relations committee 
who about a year ago voted for a reso­ 
lution similar to the one now pending 
and who now ask for time to consider 
the 
matter 
with 
more deliberation. 
Speaking of this criticism, Chairman 
Davis, of the foreign relations commit­ 
tee, said: “When the former resolution 
reported Gomez was at the head of 
a large army in the eastern end of the 
Isiind and Maceo was at the head of 
enother army in the west. They could 
march from one end to the other of 
Cuba. 


“That waa a year ago. Great changes 
have since taken place. Maceo la dead 
and his army dispersed. Gome/, is at the 
head of but a small force: certainly it is 
no such army as then reported.*’ The 
pending resolution, unlike a joint reso­ 
lution, wil require the executive eith»*r 
to approve or disapprove of it. 
tn case 
the resolution should pass both senate 
and house there Is no reason to believe 
that It would not beapproved, but that 
the United States government would 
thereafter commit itself on 
the lines 
whlcii it laid Jown. The suggestion Is 
advanced that the ^president will be in­ 
clined to watt for a report from Calhoun, 
who left Saturday for Havana, before 
making known deilnitely his view.s. Cal­ 
houn went to Cuba primarily to investi­ 
gate the cauée.<4 attending the death of 
Dr. Ruiz, but It is believed tiie president 
will expect him to report generally as to 
affairs on the island.

Joseph Harbor Will Be Greatly 
Improved. 


COL. ROBERT MEETS CITIZENS. 


Ha Promises to Recommend the 


Change, But is Not Sanguine of 
SucceedlnK, 


Col. H. M. Robert, the man nearest 
the government ai^oncy which controls 
the harbors of the United States, the 
man who has been advised with re­ 
garding improvements in the principal 
harbors on the Gulf ot Mexico and the 
Pacific and Atlantic coasts, conferred 
with a party of leading citizens at the 
Hotel Whitcomb last night, and ho 
concurred with his conferrers in the 
opinion that the narrowing of the river 
•hannel from the wing dam to the Chi­ 
cago & West Michigan railway bridge 
was necessary to the future develop­ 
ment of the harbor. 
He said that he 
would recommend that the lines agreed 
upon last night should be established, 
but he was not posioive of succeeding 
because the line as now established, 
which begins over 200 feet from the 
end of the wing dam und runs on a di­ 
rect course to the government dock, 
leaving a projection of IKK) feet at the 
east end of the north pier, had been 
recommended by Col. Lydecker and 
there was a possibility of it being per­ 
mitted to remain. 


Before Col. I^bert consented to an 
alteration of the present line he se- 
ciiretl the assurance from Chief En­ 
gineer Kittridge, of the Big Four rail­ 
way, who was present at the confer­ 
ence, that his company would build 
dockage along its pi*#perty east from 
the wing dam if the line was changed 
as proposed. 
Mr. Kittridge said that 
he was not in a position to give such 
assurance, but that if the proposed 
line had been established one year ago 
his company at this time would have 
had ite property docked and a ware- 
room 400 feet long constructed. 
The 
finances of the company at present were 
not in a condition to permit of making 
any promises along the line of improve­ 
ment, but he thought there was a 
strong probability that the Big Four 
would bilild 1,000 feet of dockage this 
year if the harbor line as proposed was 
adopted.. 


There were present at the confer­ 
ence last night Col. H. M. Roberts, 
Charles D. Townsend, captain of the 
United States corps of engineers. Chief 
Engineer Kittridge, of the Big Four 
railway company, J H. Graham, W. 
A. Preston, J. P. Thresher, Montgom­ 
ery Shepard and Frank R. Hale, agent 
of the Vandalia railway company. Col. 
Roberts laid a map of the harbor upon 
the table and began: ‘‘Gentlemen, you 
want to rememl^r that the sediment 
brought down by the river must have 
a place to deposit itself; ,that the nar* 
rowing of the channel as you propose 
would not prevent the sediment from 
accumulatinir along the river bottom, 
and most disastrous of all, of forming a 
sand bar at the mouth of the river. 
The extension of the piers would not 
guard against this, and nothing you 
can do would make a channel here that 
would not have to be dredged regu­ 
larly.” 


The colonel was 
not inclined to 
change this yiew. He said hia experi­ 
ence with harbors when the same difa­ 
culty existed as here had taught him 
that no artificial arrangements possi­ 
ble would cause nature to maintain a 
navigable 
channel. 
Capt. 
Barnes 
whose experience iu navigation here 
had taught him a few things, insisted 
that the co'onel was wrong in his 
theory of a bar forming at the entrance 
of the harbor with a narrow channel. 
The cuarent of the lake, the captain 
urged, would not permit the sand to 
remain. And with the piers extended 
the sediment would be carried into 
deeper water and the possibilities of 
shoal water outside would 
be still 
smaller. The colonel reluctently as­ 
sented that this might be true. 


Taking up the consideration of the 
dock line Col. iiobert suggested that 
the line start 20 feet from the end of 
the wing dam and that the projecting 
20 feet of the dam be torn away. 
The 
citizens opposed 
this 
pro))08ition, 
claiming that every inch of the dam 
waf n ece^ ry to keep the channel 
clear of a bar at the end of the piers. 
Mr. Preston said that a few years ago 
when part of the wing dam was torn 
out it was almost Impossible to keep 
the channel open at the mouth of the 
river. While the dam was down there 
was seven feet of water between the 
piers and when rebuilt the depth in­ 
creased to 16 feet. 
Col. Robert 
de­ 
clared that this condition must have 
been due to other causes; that in his 
mind -0 feet off the wing dam would 
make no difterenee in tne depth of 
the water at any point. 
He was con­ 
vinced differently later in the evening 
as his attitude showed. 


Taking the map of the harbor the 
aolonel drew a pencil mark from the 
end of the wing dam on a line connect- 
in ra’lth the inside line of the north 
pierXbut stopping at the West Michigan 
ra>litlk bridge. After studying ft a 
mome^ the colonel concluded that It 
suited him and having ascertained that 
the citizens were pleased with it he 
pointed out its advantages. 
By bring­ 
ing the line to an end at the bridge 
,v6 the entire . basin between th« 
ent d o c k $ m m 


la,Aiidftt 


Big Four company opposed, the latter 
objecting because it interferred with 
the plans the company had to build 
docks and warerooms along the river. 
Col. Roberts* line as approved by the 
citi/.ens and which he concluded to rec­ 
ommend has a vaMing width of from 
276 to 400 feet. 
The piers are 250 feet 
apart. It was shown oy the map of the 
government engineer which Col. Rob­ 
erts had that in a lOO.-foot channel the 
water here wonld maintain a depth of 


feet and in a 150-foot channel 12 feet. 
Therefore in the channel as proposed 
considerable dredging would have to 
be done to keep it navigable. 


J. H. Graham explained that the 
necessity of a place where big vessels 
could wind was very important; that 
whenever sufficient water to carry 
heavy draft vessels existed in the St. 
Joseph harbor commerce in iron and 
coal between the Lake Superior re­ 
gion and the south and east would be 
carried on here. He showed with iig- 
ures that the trattlc could be made pro­ 
fitable to vessel owners and dealers 
alike, and that the only thing that pre­ 
vented such commerce now was insutti- 
cient water. 


The disastrous effect of the bayou 
along the Vandalia railway upon the 
harbor was pointed out to Col. Roberts. 
The sand w'as carried down in immense 
quantities causing bars to form in the 
river channel after every freshet. The 
colonel explained that the government 
had no control over that part of the 
harbor but that if the owners of the 
land at the mouth of the bayou peti­ 
tioned the government for the establish­ 
ment of a dock line it was possible that 
their request would l>e granted and 
that the difficulty could be remedied by 
closing the bayou with a line of dock­ 
age across its mouth. 
The citizens 
thought that it might be possible to in­ 
duce the owners of the land at the head 
of the bayou to build a dam there pre­ 
venting the water from the river rush­ 
ing through the artificial waterway. 


Concluding the conference the col­ 
onel said he had a good conception of 
what w'as needed in the St. Joseph har­ 
bor and was in a jwsition to make a 
recommendation intelligently. *‘But,‘‘ 
he said, “gentlemen, you must get the 
appropriation before the work can be 
done.” 
Fie stated that he was sur­ 
prised at the development of these 
cities and that the commerce was a 
great deal more than he anticipated.

IT WAS SAN JOSE SCALE. 


The Pest With Which O. O. Wild's 
Trees Were Infected. 


O. O. Wild, who recently had a quan­ 
tity of cherry trees shipped to him from 
an Eastern nursery ui)on which C. W. 
Shriver detected what the local fruit 
growers considered the dreaded San 
Jose scale, has received a communica­ 
tion from the state etomologist confirm­ 
ing the opinion of Mr. Shriver, Rol- 
land Morrill and others. 


A twig covered with the pest was 
sent to Lansing immediately upon the 
discovery of the infection and tbe 
ply of the state etomologist has not dV 
creased the alarm of local orchard 
owners. Mr. Wild has not moved the 
trees from the depot, nor does he in­ 
tend to move them. 


He is in correspondence with the 
firm of whom he purchased them with 
u view to obtaining a refunding of the 
$40 which oe advanced before the trees 
were shipped. If he is unable to satis­ 
factorily settle with the eastern nurs­ 
ery Mr. Wild probably will not hesi­ 
tate to ex|K)se them.

A BIb Blai* Avartad By An Efflolant

A blaze this morning in the dwelling 
at Front and Broad street in St. Joseph 
owned by Oeorge E. Smith and occu- 
ried by Miss.

IT WAS SAN JOSE SCALE. 


The Pest With Which O. O. Wlld*e 
Trees W ere Infected. 


O. O. Wild,*who recently had a quan­ 
tity of cherry trees shipped to him from 
an Eastern nursery upon which C. W. 
Shriver detected what the local fruit 
growers considered the dreaded San 
Jose scale, has received a communica­ 
tion from the state etomologist confirm­ 
ing the opinion of Mr. Shriver,'^ 1 - 
land Morrill and others. 


A twig covered, with the pest was 
sent to Lansing immediately upon the 
discovery of the infeotion and the re­ 
ply of the state etomologist hai not de­ 
creased the alarm of local orchard 
owners. Mr. Wild has not moved the 
trees from the depot, nor does he in­ 
tend to move them. 


He is in, correspondence with the 
firm of whom he purchased them with 
a view to obtaining a refunding of the 
140 which oe advanced before the trees 
were shipped. If he is unable to satis­ 
factorily settle with *the eastern nurs­ 
ery Mr. Wild probably will not hesi­ 
tate to expose them.
